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DETAILED ACTION 

1. According to paper no. 15 filed on June 18, 2003, the applicants have amended claims 1, 25 26 
and 58. 

2. Claims 1-19, 21-36, 44-46 and 48-58 are now pending in the application. 

Response to Arguments 

3. The applicants have amended claims to delete non-elected subject matter as well as to 
overcome indefmiteness rejections and therefore, rejection under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second 
paragraph as well as objections due to Improper Markush Group are now withdrawn. 

NEW GROUNDS OF OBJECTION AND REJECTION 

Claim Objections 

4. Claims 55 and 56 are objected to under 37 CFR 1.75(c) as being in improper form because a 
multiple dependent claim should refer to other claims in alternative only. Claims 55 and 56 
depend upon claim 46 as well as on claim 44. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

5. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 



The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the subject 
matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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6. Claims 52 and 53 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. 

Claims 52 and 53 depend upon claim 46 and refer to compound of claim 46. However, claim 46 
is a method claim and not a compound claim. An appropriate correction is required. 



7. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
Claims 1-19, 21-36, 44-46, 48-51, 54, 57 and 58 are allowed since the applicants have amended 
claims to delete non-elected subject matter as well as to overcome indefiniteness rejection.
